| "Tus Magnet of Monday reports that vegetation 
` everywhere looks most luxuriant. The high winds,

THE ELTHAM MURDER, 


The trial of Edmund Walter Pook, for the murder 
ef Jane Maria Clousen, was concluded at the Old 
Bailey, on Saturday, before Lord Chief Justice Bovill. 

| At the close of the address of counsel, ` 

LORD CHIEF JUSTICE BOVILL 
summed up. In all cases of this kind, he said, it 
was impossible that popular feeling should not be 
exhibited on one side or the other; but in that court 
all such considerations must be dismissed from their 
minds, and they must be guided alone by the sworn 
evidences that had been laid before them. The 
isoner's mouth was closed, and all he could do was 
to bring facts to the knowledge of the jury through 
the mouths of others, and if the evidence he had 


right to keep back any facts, and the result of such 
а proceeding might be that the jury would convict 
an innocent man, and that the Judge who tried the 
ease might be instrumental in carrying out such a 
result, owing to his being ignorant of all the facts of 
the case. The police in this case had no right to 
have kept from the knowledge of every one the fact 
of the discovery of the bloody rag, which was a most 
important ingredient in the inquiry. It was proved 
that some spots of blood, which appeared to have 
dripped from a person who had passed, were found 
upon a stone, and between that spot and the ground 
at Morden College, where the hammer was found, 
and it was clearly most important that this matter 
should have been inquired into; and yet the fact was 
only elicited on the third дау of the trial, and 
h the exertions of the able counsel who had 
conducted the defence. In his opinion the, police 
had also gone much beyond their duty, in not 
only questioning the prisoner, but in making 
false statements to him, and this had clearly 
been done by Inspector Mulvany. That a most 
barbarous and cruel nrurder had been committed 
there was no doubt, and the police appeared to have 
acted under the impression that the murder was 
committed by some one by whom the poor girl was 
in the family way, and who, on that account, wished 
to destroy her; but he felt bound to say that he could 
not discover a tittle of evidence to show that any 
familiarity had existed between the prisoner and the 
deceased, and that this alleged motive on his part 
for the commission of the crime had entirely failed,

DISGRACEFUL INSUBORDINATION, 
which cannot be too strongly stigmatised, occutred 
in the camp of one corps on Saturday night: We 
are informed that one regiment already in camp—the 
name of which is withheld from respect to its many 
orderly and respectable members—was reinforced by 
a detachment of about 180 men, who marched down. So 
large a number not having been expected, accommo- 
dation of the ordinary camp character was lacking 
for the larger proportion of this contingent. Still, 
men claiming to be practical volunteers had little 
cause to grumble af arrangements, the head i and 
front of the discomforts attending which were a 
maximum of eight men in a tent, and twenty-two in 
the mess marquee, no man being absolutely without 
something between him and his mother earth, There 
was, however, a considerable amount of grumbling, 
accompanied in not a few cases by an absolute con- 
tempt for the camp regulations with respect to 
lights, silence, and smoking. The state of this 
regimental camp at midnight demanded a visit from 
one of the camp adjiitants, who failed in having his 
demand complied With for the names of the men 
occupying а certain tent іп which smoking was 
going on. Тһе noise and confusion increased іп- 
stead of diminished in the small hours of the morn- 
ing, nor was its Sphere confined to the camp of the 
corps to whom belonged the rioters. Remonstrances 
proceeding from the peaceable and sleepy inmates 
of other camps were disregarded contumeliously, and 
a non-commissioned officer belonging to a neighbour- 
ing regiment was found so far discrediting his stripes 
as to encourage tbe noise-makers and abuse those 
who remotistrated with them. Іп one specific in- 
stance; at least, the orders of an officer of the regiment 
addfessed to à mitti smoking in contempt of the camp 
терпіпбіона were riot only flatly disobeyed, but replied 
to With abuse and cathe. At Sunday morning's 
early parade of the corps in question the commanding 
officer investigated the circumstances connected with 
the scaudal of the night, with the result that one 
member of the corps was summarily ordered out of 
camp. Instead of accepting this very leniont punish- 
ment with decency; this man took his sentence with 
an openly contemptuous and abusive levity which 
marks him as eminently disgraceful to the uniform he 
wears. The excuse has been urged for the transac- 
tions of the hight that members of the corps had ins 
dulged too freely in drink, бо far from this being 


a palliation, this is simply an aggravation of fhe 
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crime. It is one of the fundamental duties of a man 
in uniform to keep himself sober; and a man in uni- 
form drunk simply disgraces himself and the honour- 
able profession of arms.

This gross act of insubordination stands out with 
greater relicf, inasmuch as the general behaviour of 
thé volunteers іп camp has been most exemplary. To 
thé black sheep was read an admirable lesson at the 
Sühday morning service, which will be, let us hope, 
taken to heart. The best “church parades’’ under 
the umbrella tent were those of the Civil Service 
Corps, in combination with the Artists’, the 19th 
Middlesex, and the London Scottish, who marched 
to the tent preceded by their pipers.

THE OBRBERUS IRONOLAD, FOR THE DEFENQE OF MELBOURNE, 
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-----Ф--- 
THE DEVASTATION 


is the title of England's latest ironclad, which was 
launched—or, rather, floated—at Portsmouth Dock- 
yard, on the 12th inst. Proud as her designers and 
constructors may justly be of the Devastation, there 
can, at least, be no difference of opinion about her 
horribly ungainly appearance, The original monitor 
was compared to a cheese-box оп a board; our latest 
ironclad is like a butcher's tray holding three or four 
odd-shaped joints. The Royal Sovereign and the 
Waterwitch, which look something like the new 
turret-ship at a distance, were never comely; yet 
they are positively ““ things of beauty’’ compared to 
the Devastation. This huge floating battery, with 
her low hull and gun-towers, possesses no masts, but 
only two poles for signalling, fore and aft, and she 
has the further peculiarity of a false topside. Never- 
theless it cannot be doubted that in the new 
monitor we have the most formidable seagoing 
machine of war hitherto invented. Her strength lies in 
three chief points—first, hermassive armour; next, her 
mighty offensive armament; and, thirdly, her great 
capacity for carrying coal and steaming. As we have 
intimated, she spreads no canvas at all; the spars 
that helped to overturn the Captain and all the en- 
cumbrances of single and tripod masts have been 
abolished; the new model is stripped of everything 
in the way of “sticks,” except the bit of a clothes- 
prop planted forward and aft. She can carry to sea 
no less than 1800 tons of coal, which will feed two 
pairs of engines, driving twin screws, independent of 
each other; and, with full boiler power, the force of 
this immense conjoint machinery may be set at 5600 
horses. The Warrior can stow no more than 800 tons 
of coal, and the Monarch only 600—two vessels which 
we take as showing good speed and fair rates of con- 
sumption in fuel. With such a store, a a о 
the official caculations, the Warrior could run for seven 
days and twenty-three hours, accomplishi % 00 
knots; and the Monarch, with hersupply, would go for 
eight days and eighteen hours, traversing meanwhile 
2310 knots. This is at the rate of eleven knots 
ап hour, аб which speed the Devastation would 
probably be able to continue for twenty-five whole 
days; making а run, if necessary, of 6000 or 7000 
miles before she had come to the bottom of her coal- 
bunkers, This '*fortress on а ship ” carries 12-in. 
and 10-in. armour, and has a deck protected by 7 ft. 
of rampart, over which the vast artillery of the ter- 
rible sea monster would fire. That artillery will con- 
sist of four 35-ton guns. The vessel ‘was built for 
30-ton guns; but the bombardiers are as busy day by 
day as the ironmongers, and our monster will there- 
fore mount the new gigantic weapons, which have 
been lately proved. 

Every Englishman will devoutly wish, in the words 
of Mrs. Goschen, who christened her, ““ Success to 
the Devastation.” That sounds, indeed, rather a 
grim form of prayer; but it really expresses an aspi- 
ration honest and proper enough—the hope that 
England, upon whom so much depends for humanity, 
may keep her queenly pre-eminence on the waters, 
end, while naval ironmongery is the fashion and the 
necessity, may lead all the world in such architecture, 
of whatever model and metal war-ships may be built,

CERBERUS, 
which has safely made the voyage from England to 
Melbourne. The Cerberus left England a few days 
after the loss of the Captain had been announced 
here; and, although she went by the Snez Canal, her 
voyage to Melbourne occupied a little over five 
months—just double the time taken by the auxiliary 
screw mercantile steamers from Liverpool that go 
round by the Cape of Good Hope. Fortunately, time 
was no object, the main point being to get her out in 
safety, and that end was accomplished by dint of 
prudent calculation and admirable seamanship. ‘The 
obstacles to success were, however, manifold. First, 
there was a heavy gale in the Bay of Biscay, during 
which the vessel rolled so frightfully as to suggest 
the imminence of a fate like that which befell the 
Captain on almost the same spot. Vividly conscious 
of their narrow escape, many of the crew deserted 
as soon as the Cerberus arrived at Gibraltar. At 
Malta there was a delay of no less than two months 
to take in coal. The Suez Canal was safely passed, 
and by-and-by Aden was reached, despite stormy 
weather in the Red Sea. From Aden the next stages 
were to Galle, and so across to Batavia, After leay- 
ing that port the ironclad was for two days

iron-plating of less thi-kuess. The type of a sea- 
going turr ironclad has yef to be discovered, and

THE GERMAN NAVY. 

Commenting on this news, the Daily News says :一 
“Та proportion to the neglect and disregard which 
he has suffered at the hands of his own Government, 
is the high estimation in which he appears to be held 
by the naval authorities on the Continent.
